I'aget speaking of hypochondriacs, t^ays, 
"Yonr chances of doing good will depend mainly 
xon the skill with which you can inflnenea the pa- 
tient's mind : for of (lie eoinponents of his ease tlif 
mental condition is the worst."

Kvcn tlie editor of tlie lay press, however, 
lias seen the ridiculous in the beauty eolnnui, and 
the following satirical excerpts taken from a .South- 
ern weeUy contains what ia. in the opinion of The 
Journal of the Ameriean Medical Association, an 
ideal beauty hint: "For giving the face a gooti 
color, get one pot of rouge anil one rab- 
bit's foot. Bury them two miles from home and 
walk out and bftek onoe a day to aee that they are 
still there."
